IV. After Clause (1) of Bye-law 2S0, the following 
proviso shall be added ; — 

“Provided that Delinter quality of Cottonseed if 
tendered at any outstation delivery centre, in Group 
‘A’ and/ or \B’ mandics shall fetch a quality allow- 
ance of Rs. 2/- per per 100 Kg. 

Provided further that Cottonseed containing a 
minimum of 80% of delintered Cottonseed shall be 
considered as delinter variety”.
